Now, when she sings [talian music, her 
style and even her smile is that of an [talian singer. Her acting is almost spon 
taneous, having had no instruction nor practice in dramatic performances for 
uiany years, previous fo a few Rehearsals at the Haymarket Theatre. When 
she has had time to accommodate her voice to the theatre, and to display her 
other acquirements highly important to her profession, she will, no doubt, rise 
slill higher in public opinion. Her voice is of that round and rich quality 
which daily improves. Ut is easily observed that the more she draws it out the 
richer it appears, contrary to other voices most now heard by the public, and a 
little more practice may reasonably be expected to give it all the finency, deli- 
eacy, and not improbably, the power exhibited by the greatest singers which 
have appeared.
